tug regions of northeastern Ohio instead of from a 
northw estern Ohio farm. 
President McKinley was 
the first in the line tn Am erica who did not earn a 
living by Ute use of his hands.

French G overnm ent Suggests Arm­ 
ing League of Nations.
